An examination of the County Treas- 


ury discloses the fact that the books are 
kept in a satisfactory manner, and cor- 
rectly balanced on tbe first day of each 
month. 


In taking account ot tha funds we 


find the amount on hand to correspond 
to the sum required by the books of the 
Auditor. 


In the Sheriffs office we find the 


books nnd records carefully kept. From 
these we have gleaned a vast amount of 
information useful to the tax payers if 
properly iuvestigited. During the year 
last past the Sheriff, as license collector, 
collected all licenses promptly and paid 


»r the receipts as required by law, 


amounting in the aggregate to the sum 
of $12,388 75. On account of fees in 
civil cases that officer collected and paid 
over to the,Trersurer the sum of $2,- 
129 84. As Jailor he received into his 
custody three hundred and thirty-eight 
prisoners. Most of these were vaga- 
bonds and were sent up from the several 
Justice Courts of tbe county on minor 
charges of criminal offense.

alone of these prisoners cost tbe County 
Treasury tbe sum of $2,161 80. We 
feel constrained to suggest m this con- 
nection that this is a heavy bill ol ex- 
pense to the county in uid of a elms ol 
people who have no claim on our bounty, 
anil the query arises as to whether 01 
DO they are not being treated witu more 
consideration than they deserve, ur iu 
fact better than many law abiding citi- 
zens who are compelled to labor that 
these drones may live.
